S LONG as there are unknown elements In the sci- 


ence of astronomy or any other science men will 


continue to Indulge In scientific theories which have no 
basis of known facts to support them. A few days since 
The Journal commented upon the claim of an Indiana as- 
tronomer that he had discovered mountains and valleys 
and plains, and all sorts of indescribably beautiful things 
upon the surface of the aun—in fact, Ideal conditions for 
the support of human life or life of a higher character. The 
whole statement of this alleged astronomer read like a 
fairy tale. 


And now conies another, one Professor, or Doctor Al- 


fred Russell Wallace, (who la said to be quite an eminent 
authority on birds and the geographical distribution of 
animals), with the theory that our' solar system Is the 
center of the stellar universe, to which supposed fact he 
nscribes the existence of man with an Immortal soul. The 
full text of Dr. Wallace's article is not published in the 
columns of the press, but as nearly as can. be gathered 
from the synopsis, he states no fact tending to support the 
theory. 
Other astronomers scout the idea, at least to 


thf> extent of declaring that there are no known astro- 
nominal facts which give the slightest suggestion of where 
the center of the stellar universe actually is, and moreover 
if it were true that our solar system were the center, in 
Ihe absence of other evidence it would not sustain the 
Doctor's theory concerning man and his Immortal soul. 
Unless the sun itself is inhabited, it is certain that human 
life, with all of its known or supposed incidents, does not 
exist in the center of our own solar system.and why should 
v, e imagine such a condition with reference to the universe 
us a whole. 


Rut in dealing with this matter a.n insuperable ob- 


stacle presents itself in this: No one knows how far the 
stellar universe extends in any direction, or whether it has 
jmy limits at all. This question probably will never be 
settled for the simple reason that something more than 
human agencies seem necessary to settle it. 
The most 


powerful telescopes yet invented have failed to disclose 
any bounds in any direction. 
They merely bring into 


view more and more stars. 
Should xhe power of these 


instruments be doubled or increased a hundred fold In 
power we have no reason to suppose that any different 
condition would be shown. 


It may be urged that there must be a limit somewhere, 


hut that does not necessarily follow. 
All things human 


and mundane have their limits, it is true, but that does not 
prove that there is a limit to the universe. The very term 
-universe" seems to imply boundless extension. When we 
attempt to imagine a point where the "universe" leaves 
off, and nothingness begins we find ourselves involved in 
the deepest perplexity. 


It is. in truth, far easier and simpler to think of the 


universe extending on and ever on than It is to conceive 
of its stopping anywhere. If it has no boundaries then, 
«,f course, it is idle to speculate as to where the center Is, 
for in the very nature of things without a boundary line 
<-ome«hero there cnn be no center. 
It is fairly to be as- 


umed that wherever the conditions of light, heat, atmos- 
,here and soil are favorable there human life will exist 
'ganlless of universe centers or peripheries.

child, became 
Infatuated with 


Miss Nollard and their intimacy last- 
ed seveinl months. They have many 
quarrels, followed by threats of vio- 
lence, warrants for Taylor's arrest, and 
usually by reconciliations. 
But the 


girl finally transferred her affection* 
to another and this so crazed Taylor 
that hp determliljd to take her life. 
In fulfillment of his plans he rented 
an upstairs room in West Ninth street, 
through which thoroughfare 
he was 


sure the Kir! would pass, and, armed 
•with a repeating rifle, he patiently lay 
In wait for his victim for three days. 
Finally his vigil was rewarded by the 
appearance of the girl and her young- 
er sister coming down the street arm 
in arm. 
He took deliberate aim and 


fired three times in rapid succession. 
The girl fell pierced by two bullets, 
and she died soon after being removd 
to her home. After his arrest he made 
an unsuccessful attempt at self-de- 
struction.
